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District spike 
new seafront 
railings plan 


PLANS by Lyme Regis Town Council to spend 
£30,000 on replacing the antiquated Marine Pa¬ 
rade railings have been rejected by West 
Dorset Council - the authorty that installed a 
more modern design when the seafront was re¬ 
modelled. 


The town council wants to replace 220 metres 
of ancient railings which run in front of the his¬ 
toric seafront cottages to Cobb Gate. 

But on the advice of senior conservation officer 
Kate Williams, their application was rejected on 
the casting vote of West Dorset planning commit¬ 
tee chairman Fred Horsington.

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Inquest hears delay in treatment contributed 
to Bridport teenager’s death in Cambodia 


A BRIDPORT teenager died 
while travelling in Cambodia 
due to a delay in treatment, an 
inquest has found. 

Kit Mallinson was in the 
country for his gap year and 
had already spent seven weeks 
in Borneo as a Raleigh Inter¬ 
national volunteer. 

He was taken ill with pneu¬ 
monia on a night bus journey 
to Siem Reap in December and 
later died in hospital. 

The inquest, which took 
place in Bournemouth, heard 
that ambulance medics ini¬ 
tially refused to take Mr 
Mallinson to hospital as they 
thought he did not have his 
medical insurance documents. 

They were, however, in his 


bag, but no one looked for 
them, and the police took the 
teenager to a local hospital 
with inadequate facilities. 

He was then transferred to 
the private Royal Angkor In¬ 
ternational Hospital where he 
died in the early hours of De¬ 
cember 14th. 

The coroner concluded the 
delay in treatment contributed 
to his death. 

The hearing was told the 
British Embassy was not noti¬ 
fied until the next day. 

Coroner Rachel Griffin con¬ 
cluded that “on the balance of 
probabilities, the delay in his 
medical treatment was con¬ 
tributory to his death”.

Citizens Advice on hand to help residents 
with the Dorset roll out of Universal Credit 


CITIZENS Advice across Dorset are helping peo¬ 
ple get ready for Universal Credit as it rolls out 
in full across the area. 

Although the charity continues to ask the gov¬ 
ernment to pause the roll-out of Universal Credit 
until problems with the benefit are fixed, the roll 
Dorset is still set to start from October. 

Universal Credit is a new benefit which helps 
people on a low income or not in work meet their 
living costs. It combines six benefits, including 
Housing Benefit and Tax Credits, into a single 
monthly payment. 

At the moment across Dorset Universal Credit 
is only available to single jobseekers but later 
this year parents, couples and people who can’t 
work because of their health who make a new 
claim will also receive it. Universal Credit is 
being rolled out gradually across the area. 


Free prostate 
tests for men 

FREE blood tests are being offered to men, 
aged 45 or over, to determine their risk of de¬ 
veloping prostate cancer. 

In the UK last year 47,000 men were diag¬ 
nosed with prostate cancer. Almost 11,000 
men die of this disease annually, but it caught 
in the early stages, the cure rates are now 
more than 80 per cent. 

A simple blood test called the' PSA test' can 
determine whether you are at risk, but this is 
not currently routinely offered to men by the 
NHS. 

Dorset Prostate Cancer Support Organisa¬ 
tion (PCaSO) in conjunction with the New-Man 
Prostate Cancer Support Group will be offer¬ 
ing free PSA testing in Lyme Regis on Satur¬ 
day, October 14th at the Woodmead 
Halls from 9.40 until 1.20pm. 

The testing is conducted by trained phle- 
botomists who take samples which are then 
sent to Dorchester hospital laboratory for 
analysis. These tests have been undertaken 
over the past four years by voluntary support 
organisations across the UK, and so far 
70,000 men have been tested. In Dorset the 
figure now exceeds 3,000. Individual results 
are obtained within a few days. 

Tests are in 20 minute appointments, so to 
book yours just call Paul Nichols on 01308 
458222 or Jim Davis on 01202 580436. 

Unfortunately, tests cannot be guaranteed 
for any men who arrive without an appoint¬ 
ment. 


In West Dorset and Weymouth and Port¬ 
land it will be put in place in December. 

Citizens Advice is highlighting what 
changes are due to take effect, namely 
around how Universal Credit is paid, i 
so that people can prepare before apply¬ 
ing for the new benefit. 

The three changes Citizens Advice 
across Dorset say people need to be 
aware of are: 

• Universal Credit payments are paid 
monthly, rather than being paid every week. 

• Payments will go straight into a claimant's 
bank account. This means people may need to set 
up their own standing orders for expenses like 
rent if it was paid directly to their landlord under 
the old Housing Benefit system. 

• New Universal Credit applications, and any 
change in your circumstances, need to be made 
online. 

With most people facing a six week wait for 
their first Universal Credit payment, Citizens Ad¬ 
vice is encouraging people to apply for an ad¬ 
vance payment if they’re concerned about 
meeting their living costs in the meantime. The 
advance payment is a loan and will have to be 
paid back. The charity is actively raising the 
waiting time for first payments and other con¬ 
cerns with the government. 

There are 8 Citizens Advice offices covering the

whole of Bournemouth, Dorset 
and Poole. Of the 27,000 people 
they helped last year, over 
9000 people raised 23,900 ben¬ 
efit issues. Problems with 
benefits are always some of 
the most common problems 
that they see and this is ex¬ 
pected to increase when Uni- 
versal Credit is rolled out to 
more people. 

Caroline Buxton, Executive Manager 
of Citizens Advice in Dorset, said: “Universal 
Credit is the biggest ever change to the benefits 
system, so it’s important people get support while 
they get used to the new system. 

“Most of the queries we’ve helped with so far 
have focused on people wanting to know how 
Universal Credit works and how to apply, and 
we’d expect that to continue during the full roll 
out. 

“We can help people at every stage of the appli¬ 
cation process- from guiding someone through 
the online application form, or offering budgeting 
advice to help people best manage their monthly 
payment. 

“Anyone with a question or concern should get 
in touch with us at the earliest chance on 0344 241 
1291/0344 411 1444 so we can help them make 
preparations for being on Universal Credit.” 


Police officer dismissed without notice 


A DORSET Police officer has 
been dismissed without notice 
from the force after a special 
case hearing. 

The allegation was that the of¬ 
ficer, who cannot be named for 
legal and safeguarding reasons, 
conducted a sexual relationship 
with a vulnerable victim who 
he had met in the course of his 
duties. As a result of this rela¬ 
tionship, the officer breached 
the police standards of profes¬ 
sional behaviour. 

The officer met the victim 
when he attended an incident 
in which she had been sexually 
assaulted. Although he was not 


the designated officer in the 
case, he did subsequently visit 
her to check on her wellbeing. 
Soon after the incident he 
started to communicate via mo¬ 
bile phone with the victim 
which developed over time into 
a sexual relationship. 

In determining that the offi¬ 
cer should be dismissed with¬ 
out notice, Chief Constable 
Debbie Simpson said: “This 
was a serious breach of Police 
(Conduct) Regulations 2012. The 
fact that he instigated and 
maintained a hidden sexual re¬ 
lationship with a vulnerable 
victim of abuse severely under¬ 


mines the trust and confidence 
required in providing a polic¬ 
ing service. 

“Each role within the police 
family impacts on maintaining 
trust and confidence and pro¬ 
fessional behaviour is neces¬ 
sary in all roles, not just 
frontline operational posts. I 
therefore believe it to be unten¬ 
able that an officer who has ad¬ 
mitted gross misconduct in the 
circumstances outlined in this 
case can hold a position within 
the police service. I am confi¬ 
dent that I would be supported 
in that assertion by members of 
the public.”

free since being installed ten years 
ago. 

A 220-metre section from outside 
the former Bay Hotel to Cobb Gate 
was left with the rusty and decaying 
old railings which the town council 
want to replace and bring in line 
with the design chosen by the dis¬ 
trict council. 

The town council budgeted £30,000 
for the work to be carried out but 
their application for planning per¬ 
mission, which went before district 
councillors last week, was defeated 
on the casting vote of the planning 
committee chairman, Cllr Fred 
Horsington. 

The committee backed the recom¬ 
mendation of the senior conserva¬ 
tion officer Kate Williams. 

In their application the town 
council said the existing railings 
were beyond viable repair and 
could not be used for re-casting due 
to their poor condition. However, 
she pointed out that there was noth¬ 
ing in the application that con¬ 
firmed or validated this view 
In a report to the committee, she 
said: “Whilst it is clear that the rail¬ 
ings are in need of significant re¬ 
pair, I am not convinced that new 
cannot be made to match along 
side.” 

Ms Williams accepted that the pro¬ 
posed railing design may have been 
deemed appropriate in the areas of 
the recent land stabilisation works 
and the design commissioned by 
WDDC, but she was unaware that 
the conservation team were con¬ 
sulted about the railings at this 
time. 

She continued: “Even if this was 


the case, there is a markedly differ¬ 
ent location with significant her¬ 
itage value which should be 
preserved or enhanced. The pro¬ 
posed railings would do neither and 
instead cause a negative impact on 
the setting of the listed buildings, the 
character and appearance of the 
Conservation Area and the World 
Heritage Jurassic coastline.” 

The town council was represented 
by chairman of its planning commit¬ 
tee, Cllr Brian Larcombe. 

He pointed out that over half of the 
seafront had already been completed 
with new railings and the town 
council simply wanted to finish the 
job. 

He said: “The new railings are re¬ 
garded as attractive and practical 
and certainly in keeping with the 
surroundings along the parade and 
its adjacent features. They enhance 
the seafront and are felt to be a suc¬ 
cessful improvement of it. 

“They are understated and clean in 
design that complements the whole 
appearance of the Marine Parade 
and is very much subservient to old 
buildings and features that form 
part of its stretch. In many respects 
they actually help showcase them. 

“West Dorset District Council can 
be congratulated for the new railings 
they put in place over ten years ago; 
they run for half the length of the pa¬ 
rade and time has shown just how 
good a decision it was to remove the 
old ones and put these in their place. 
We simply want to do the same and 
finish the length with the same de¬ 
sign. 

“People walking along the parade 
constantly ask us ‘why doesn’t the 
council finish what it starts’- for 
many the distinction of which local 
authority does what is lost, and its

frustrating for us when we say we 
did not put the replacement rail¬ 
ings in but we do very much value 
them and desperately want to com¬ 
plete the part that remains to be 
done.” 

After the meeting, Cllr Larcombe 
told the View from Lyme Regis 
that as the voting was so close and 
the decision made by the chair¬ 
man’s casting vote, he thought the 
council could reapply for planning 
permission and put a good case to 
counteract the reasons for refusal. 

Cllr Larcombe thought the cost of 
repair and replacement of the old 
railings, maintaining its current 
design, would more than double 
the £30,000 the council has put aside 
for the work 

The matter will now go before the 
next meeting of the Town Manage¬ 
ment Committee to see what action 
to take. 


THE Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis is back in 
profit, relieved town councillors have been in¬ 
formed. 

Members were told at a meeting last week by 
Cllr Jeff Scowen, the council’s representative of 
the Lyme Arts Trust, which runs the theatre, 
that he and town clerk John Wright had seen the 
accounts which would be presented to the coun¬ 
cil in the near future. 

Mr Wright confirmed that the trust now had a 
proper financial structure, having secured the 
services of an experienced chartered accountant, 
and the management accounts would show that 
the theatre was now showing a surplus of income 
over expenditure for the financial year to date. 

The Mayor, Cllr Michaela Ellis, described this 
as “great news”, adding: “We have been waiting 
a long time for this.” 

Cllr Scowen added: “I am very impressed by the 
progress made and they have now appointed an 
excellent theatre director who worked at the 
Electric Palace in Bridport.” 

Cllr Brian Larcombe reminded councilors that 
the trust had received their final quarterly pay¬ 
ment for the last year of council funding and this 
should be shown in the accounts. 

♦ The council has been supporting the theatre 
financially with an annual grant of £30,000 for a 
number of years but have indicated that this may 
have to cease especially as there has been a lack 
of financial information. 



Move council offices to the Three Cups 


LYME Regis Town Council should move 
their offices into the ground floor of the 
Three Cups in Broad Street when the 
development of the former hotel is com¬ 
plete. 

That’s the view of Cllr Brian Lar¬ 
combe, chairman of the town council’s- 
planning committee, who said it would 
be a better and safer location for the 
council offices. 

The Three Cups has stood empty for 
more than 30 years with owners, 
Palmers Brewery, of Bridport, planning 
to convert the hotel building into a 
ground floor retail accommodation with 
luxury flats above. 

The £5 million project will also include 
some town houses, a high class restau¬ 
rant and chalets for overnight stays. 

Speaking at last week’s full council 
meeting, Cllr Larcombe referred to the 
council’s existing office in Guildhall 
Cottage which had a poor public access, 
poor disabled access, difficult emer¬ 
gency access and inefficient office work¬ 
ing space. 

He advocated the council formally ex¬ 
ploring with Palmers the potential of oc¬ 
cupying the ground floor of the Three 
Cups once refurbished with the object of 
operating out of “a better and safer loca¬ 


tion”. They could also accommodate a 
public facility such as the Citizen’s Ad¬ 
vice Bureau and Tourist Information 
Centre. 

Cllr Larcombe said the council could 
offset the cost by bringing the current 
council offices to the market for dis¬ 
posal, rent or lease. 

The Mayor, Cllr Michaela Ellis, said 
they needed to Cllr Larcombe’s sugges¬ 
tion on the agenda of the appropriate 
committee for discussion. 

Here comes Cheryl... 

LYME Regis councilor Cheryl Reynolds 
has been congratulated by the Mayor, 
Cllr Michaela Ellis, on winning a seat 
on West Dorset District Council. 

Cllr Reynolds stood as an independent 
to fill the vacancy caused by the resig¬ 
nation of George Symonds and beat the 
Conservative candidate, Paul Oatway, 
from Charmouth, by 226 votes. 

It is believed that it was the first time 
a Tory had been beaten in Lyme Regis. 
Labour candidate Belinda Bawden 
polled 171 votes in a 28.9 per cent turn 
out. 

At last week’s full council meeting, the 
Mayor congratulated Cllr Reynolds on 
her success amid cheers of “here here” 


from fellow councillors. 

Cllr Reynolds thanked the Mayor for 
her comments, adding: “I do not know 
much about West Dorset Council at the 
moment as I am going to Dorchester for 
a welcome meeting to find out a little 
more about them and for them to find 
out a little more about me.” 

Cllr Reynolds is the sister of Cllr Daryl 
Turner, who sits on both the district 
council and Dorset County Council 
where he is one of the most influential 
members.

THE recently installed Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Cllr Michaela Ellis, has an¬ 
nounced that her Mayor’s Charity for 
the coming year will be St Michael’s 
Parish Church. 

Cllr Ellis, a regular worshipper at the 
church, said St Michael’s was to embark 
on a major fundraising campaign to 
carry out much-needed repairs to the 
church tower and clock. 

She told councillors at last week’s full 
council meeting: “A lot of people may 
not go to church very often, but a lot of 
people use the church for weddings and 
funerals, etc. We need support from the 
council to make this happen.”

Lance Corporal, 12th Company, 4th Machine 
Gun Battalion, Australian Machine Gun 
CorpsService No. 3883 
b. 1893 - Lyme Regis 

d. 26 September 1917 - Zonnebeke, Belgium 

Ernest Radford was born in Lyme Regis and was edu¬ 
cated at Beaminster Grammar School. He emigrated to 
Australia in May 1914 and got work as an apprentice 
butcher for Mr Pickles of Thorpdale. He joined up to 
come to the aid of his homeland and enlisted at Thor¬ 
pdale, Victoria 26 July 1915 to served with the 46th In¬ 
fantry Battalion, 5th Australian Division. They sailed 
from Melbourne on the 23 November 1915 for Egypt, 
where they were stationed at the Australian Army camp 
at Tel-el-Kabir outside Cairo. They then sailed from 
Alexandria on the 2 June 1916 and arrived in Marseilles 
11 June 1916. Ernest then transferred to 12th Company, 
4th Machine Gun Battalion on the 24 June 1916 and 
was promoted Lance Corporal, 2 March 1917. 

A casualty of the Battle of Polygon Wood, the heavy 
machine gunners with their machine gun barrage lent 
support to the infantry of the Fourth and Fifth Divisions 
as they attacked. His CO said of him, "He had gone 
through many actions faithfully, courageously and fear¬ 
lessly. He was actually firing at the time he was killed. 
No one has ever done his duty better." 

He was killed during theThird Battle ofYpres, at Poly¬ 
gon Wood 26 September 1917 and was buried 11 Oc¬ 
tober 1917. Son of Edith and the late John Radford of 
La Casa Ozone, Lyme Regis. He is buried in Buttes New 
British Cemetery, Polygon Wood, Belgium, plot 
XXV.C.18. He is commemorated on the Lyme Regis War 
Memorials in the Parish Church and in the town, the 
Thorpdale War Memorial in Victoria, Australia and also 
on the Fifth Australian Division Memorial at Zon¬ 
nebeke, Belgium.

THE Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Michaela Ellis, 
and her husband Alan were among those to attend the 
dedication of a national memorial to all those who were 
part of the county regiments of Devon and Dorset. 

Statues of three soldiers from three campaigns in the 
history of the three West Country regiments - Devon¬ 
shire, Dorsetshire and Devonshire & Dorset, the for¬ 
mer having merged to become the latter in 1958 - now 
stand at the National Memorial Arboretum in Stafford¬ 
shire in memory of all those who served the two coun¬ 
ties for 137 years. 

Guests at the ceremony included the Duke of Kent, 
who was formerly the Colonel-in-Chief of the Devon¬ 
shire and Dorset Regiment - which was amalgamated 
into the Rifles in 2007 - and the mayor and her consort 
were able to meet His Royal Highness at a special re¬ 
ception. 

The Duke commented: “The spirit of service repre¬ 
sented by this memorial I believe to be totally appro¬ 
priate and a fitting tribute to the commitment of all 
three Regiments over the course of the centuries. It will 
ensure that the service given will be remembered by 
future generations and will provide a focus for those 
associated with the Regiments to visit and remember.” 

In May last year an appeal was launched for dona¬ 
tions to create a lasting national tribute to the infantry 
soldiers who served the counties of Devon and Dorset 
for 137 years and internationally-renowned artist 
Vivien Mallock , whose military works are located in 
London and on the battlefields of Normandy and Wa¬ 
terloo, created the three figures. 

Lt Col Mike Richardson OBE of the Devon and Dorset 
Regimental Association said: “This is a very proud day 
for all Devon and Dorsets, their families and friends. 
Seeing our superb National Memorial in position at the 
Arboretum, you are at once struck by its powerful im¬ 
pact, and how it will vividly relate our story to genera¬ 
tions to come. 

“It is intensely satisfying to see the conclusion of 
many years of determined work by those involved in 
creating such a deeply moving tribute to the achieve¬ 
ments of our remarkable regiments, to those who 
served and to those who gave their lives in war. 

“All this has been made possible by the big-hearted 
members of our Association and the wonderful people 
of Devon and Dorset and beyond, who have contributed 
to the cost with overwhelming generosity. We are all 
deeply grateful.”

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Free blood tests offered to 
screen for prostate cancer 

FREE blood tests are being offered to men, 
aged 45 or over, to determine their risk of de¬ 
veloping prostate cancer. 

In the UK last year 47,000 men were diag¬ 
nosed with prostate cancer. Almost 11,000 men 
die of this disease annually, but it caught in the 
early stages, the cure rates are now more than 
80 per cent. 

A simple blood test called the PSA test can 
determine whether you are at risk, but this is 
not currently routinely offered to men by the 
NHS. 

Dorset Prostate Cancer Support Organisa¬ 
tion, in conjunction with the New-Man Prostate 
Cancer Support Group, will be offering free 
PSA testing on Saturday, October 14th at the 
Woodmead Halls in Lyme Regis, from 9.40am 
to 1.20pm. 

The testing is conducted by trained phle- 
botomists who take samples which are then 
sent to Dorchester Hospital laboratory for anal¬ 
ysis. 

These tests have been undertaken over the 
past four years by voluntary support organisa¬ 
tions across the UK, and so far 70,000 men 
have been tested. In Dorset the figure now ex¬ 
ceeds 3,000. Individual results are obtained 
within a few days. 

Tests are in 20 minute appointments and 
should be booked in advance by calling Paul 
Nichols on 01308 458222 or Jim Davis on 
01202 580436 

Organisers cannot guarantee to test any men 
who arrive without an appointment.

L egendary tv naturalist sir 
David Attenborough has offi¬ 
cially opened the Mary Anning 
Wing of the Lyme Regis Museum, the 
new extension built earlier this year. 

In a speech to more than 200 museum support¬ 
ers and funders, Sir David emphasised the impor¬ 
tance of Lyme Regis to the development of the 
science of geology, and paid special reference to 
Lyme’s Mary Anning, the world’s first and great¬ 
est fossil hunter. 

Sir David, the museum’s most famous patron, 
unveiled the new sponsors’ plaque in the en¬ 
trance to the museum, before enjoying a tour of 
the new fossil gallery led by noted geologist and 
museum trustee Tom Sharpe. Whilst at the mu¬ 
seum Sir David met with children from St 
Michael’s and Mrs Ethelston’s primary schools, 
and together they investigated local fossils in the 
museum’s new Fine Foundation Learning Cen¬ 
tre. 

David Tucker, Director of Lyme Regis Museum 
said: “It has been wonderful to have Sir David 
visit us. We take our education role very seri¬ 
ously, and I hope the children who met Sir David 
will go away inspired. Who knows, there might 
be another great budding scientist in their 
midst?” 

Mr Tucker added: “It was splendid that Sir 
David was able to help us thank the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund, Dorset Local Enterprise Partnership 
and other institutions who have funded the Mary 
Anning Wing. We are immensely grateful for 
their support and will continue to do all we can 
to protect Lyme’s heritage and contribute to the 
local economy.”

“Thanks to money raised by National Lottery 
players, the new Mary Anning Wing provides an 
incredible gateway into that heritage and into 
the inspiring story of its namesake and the mu¬ 
seum’s fascinating collections. Congratulations 
to all who made this grand opening possible and 
we look forward to celebrating Lyme Regis Mu¬ 
seum’s bright future.” 

Chair of Dorset LEP, Gordon Page, said:

Tourism is a key sector for Dorset and 
this impressive addition to one of Dorset’s much¬ 
loved museums will help to contribute to the 
wider economic well-being of the region through 
the creation of jobs, and increased visitor num¬ 
bers and local spend.” 

Speaking to the View from Lyme Regis, Sir 
David said the town was the birth place of Geol¬ 
ogy and Palaeontology and heaped much praise 
on Lyme Regis’ most famous daughter, Mary An¬ 
ning. 

“It was her birth place. She was a remarkable 
woman from every point of view and a rather 
fashionable heroine now, in the way that human 
beings are now looking at themselves. 

“Here was a woman, who didn’t have the vote, 
couldn’t own land and here she was beating the 
learned professors of Oxford and Cambridge at 
their own game. If you look at the letters and doc¬ 
uments, you will find letters from Mary Anning 
saying ‘No, no it wasn’t like that - this animal 
did this and so on. I mean she was an extraordi¬ 


nary, self taught scientist, who took the learned 
gentleman of Oxford and Cambridge on at their 
own game and beat them. 

“I think the gentleman were quite generous in 
their view of Mary Anning, they raised money 
for her, they helped her when they could but my 
goodness, the women in the 1820s, 30s and 40s 
needed all the help they could get and particu¬ 
larly an unmarried woman earning a living by 
herself. She must’ve been as strong as anything, 
you look at some of these animals - their skulls 


are massive and weigh half a tonne and she ex¬ 
cavated it. 

Sir David also added that the youth of the town, 
that he had a chance to meet and take questions 
from earlier in the day, should be excited by hav¬ 
ing the Jurassic Coast on their doorstep. 

“It was all fascinating to me as a boy to think 
that this thing that was leaving died and is now 
encased in rock, which a few million years ago 
wasn’t even rock. It’s all on their door step and 
ready to be explored and studied.”

We have communications and entertainment ex¬ 
ceeding all generations before us and, of course, 
food and drink from all over the world in relative 
abundance and so much more. 

Yet how often do we stop to express our gratitude 
for all this? Statistically, the majority of the 
world’s population have little or none of this. Yet 
I’ve lost count of the times somebody has returned 
from a, so-called, Third World environment and 
been amazed by how generous and happy the peo¬ 
ple there are, despite their relative poverty. 

Genuine ‘rejoicing always and giving thanks in 
any circumstance’ is the authentic fruit of follow¬ 
ing Jesus. It is a potent and liberating antidote to 
the relentless and futile pursuit of satisfaction fu¬ 
elled by our consumer culture. Why not explore 
the power of this radically different life through 
Jesus this Harvest Time with one of your local 
churches?

All together now - ‘The NHS belongs to us’ 


£ f I ^HE NHS belongs to the people’ 
is the opening line of the NHS 
A Constitution. You can almost 
hear Nye Bevan’s Welsh lilt. 

Some of us recall a time before the NHS. 
My first medical memory is being taken by 
my father to a dark, red-brick Victorian 
villa, all brown paintwork and dim pas¬ 
sages disappearing into the gloom. In the 
heavily-draped front room, behind a 
leather-topped table, sat an old man: ‘the 
doctor’. What was wrong I can’t recall, but 
presumably I recovered. 

Later, having gashed my head on a stone 
step, ‘the doctor’ at the cottage hospital 
patched me up, giving me a penny for being 
“so brave”. Even at the age of seven, I 
thought it was poor pay. When my tonsils 
were removed (the fashion then) a nurse in 
uniform (what uniforms they were!) offered 
me strawberry jam on a spoon. Bliss! Aston¬ 
ished resentment at the foul taste came just 
before losing consciousness - an early les¬ 
son in the deceptions adults can practise on 
the young. 

Since 1948 my family’s experience of NHS 
care has, with a few exceptions, been excel¬ 
lent; that’s probably true for most of us. But 
dedicated clinical staff must work within a 
management system. Today, when NHS bu¬ 
reaucracy sometimes strikes me as darkly 
mysterious, spending parsimoniously and 
unwisely, and liable to promise good things 
that turn out to leave a bad taste in the 
mouth, perhaps it’s because those earlier 
memories are embedded in my subcon¬ 
scious? 

‘If Florence Nightingale were carrying her 
lamp through the corridors of the NHS 
today she would almost certainly be search¬

ing for the people in charge.’ So said the 1983 
Griffiths Report on NHS management. Nowa¬ 
days, Florence would more likely be trying to 
avoid all the jostling groups who each think 
they ’re in charge - which probably comes to 
much the same thing. 

Beyond its emphatic first line, the NHS Con¬ 
stitution tells us, the public, that ‘You have the 
right to be involved, directly or through repre¬ 
sentatives, in the planning of healthcare ser¬ 
vices commissioned by NHS bodies, the 
development and consideration of proposals 
for changes in the way those services are pro¬ 
vided, and in decisions to be made affecting 
the operation of those services.’ 

So let’s come to here, and now. For the Dorset 
Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) is busy 
‘planning healthcare services’ and ‘considering 
proposals for changes in the way those ser¬ 
vices are provided’ in Lyme and Charmouth. 
We have, constitutionally, ‘the right to be in¬ 
volved’. Let's get involved. 

First, please bear with me for the back¬ 
ground: it’s important. 

Lyme Regis Medical Centre (LRMC), serves 
about half the locally-registered residents, 
while Kent House and the Charmouth Practice 
divide the other half equally between them. Dr 
Watson at Kent House and Drs Beckers in 
Charmouth each hold indefinite Medical Ser¬ 


vice contracts with the NHS in the usual way. 
LRMC is run by Virgin Care, whose NHS con¬ 
tract expires in January 2019: the CCG must 
plan for what is then to happen at LRMC. 

So if you’re registered with Kent House or in 
Charmouth, you can happily relax? “Won't af¬ 
fect me.” Not so fast. Those GP contracts cover 
only certain services: essentially, the doctors, 
practice nurses, health care assistants, and as¬ 
sorted clinics. But the Virgin Care contract at 
LRMC also includes providing ‘Community 
Services’ - such as Community Nursing, Hos¬ 
pital at Home, Intermediate Care, Children's 
Health, Primary Mental Health, Physiother¬ 
apy, Occupational Therapy and a Social 
Worker, as well as the Minor Injuries Unit. 
Those services apply equally to all 8,782 regis¬ 
tered residents across all three Practices. So 
what happens with the Community Services 
contract will affect us all. 

What happens to the GP/medical contact at 
LRMC could also affect everyone. Will Virgin 
bid again for the combined contract it cur¬ 
rently holds? You tell me. Intriguingly, the CCG 
considers possibly combining Lyme Regis and 
Charmouth GP practice lists (ie patients), GP 
services then being ‘provided by one GP 
provider based at Lyme Regis Medical Centre 
with a practice at Charmouth’. (Don’t panic: 
‘one GP provider’ doesn’t mean ‘one GP’!) So 
how could that be possible given the current 
three independent ‘provider’ contracts? 

This might be a clue. The CCG has already 
linked the seven Practices covering Beamin- 
ster, Maiden Newton, Portesham, Bridport, 
Charmouth and Lyme into a ‘Locality Group’, 
sharing professional ideas and best practice. 
That’s good. Six (all except Virgin at LRMC) 
also work together as ‘Jurassic Coast Health 
Care Ltd’, a Private Limited Company with di¬ 
rectors and shareholders from among the GPs 


involved. This company can, as a collective, 
bid to provide services, just as each GP 
‘business’ within it can do so individually. 
NHS Health Checks, commissioned by 
Dorset Public Health, are already provided 
by this collective, dividing up the money 
pro rata according to checks done. 

Imagine this on a larger scale, bidding for 
and providing many more services. That 
would be a single provider, built from sev¬ 
eral GP Practices. Imagine, too, the collec¬ 
tive administrative work ... 

With re-shaping under way, we must exer¬ 
cise our constitutional ‘right to be in¬ 
volved’. LymeForward’s Health & Wellbei¬ 
ng group of ten industrious volunteers, sev¬ 
eral with great NHS experience, has done 
groundwork to understand the exact detail 
of what primary care and community ser¬ 
vices are provided now in Lyme and Char¬ 
mouth, as a basis for proposing improve¬ 
ments. It’s in communication with the CCG, 
and with other helpful people. 

This group, which I chair, now needs to 
better understand your experiences. What 
works well for you, of course. But to guide 
these potentially major changes in local 
health provision it’s important to know 
what services may be missing, and what 
isn't working so well. 

Our area in the west of the county is un¬ 
typical, with many special challenges. We 
must help the CCG to appreciate those. If we 
don’t, the CCG will still be fine. But we 
won’t.

The air ambulance and two other ambu¬ 
lance crews worked with the coastguard to 
find the man who was in his 40's but he 
died at the scene. 

Fire at County Hall 

PART of County Hall in Dorchester was 
evacuated on Monday morning after a fire 
was discovered in the basement plant 
room of the old library. 

Three fire crews were called to the scene 
but there were no reports of injuries. 


Record summer for Red Admirals 


IT'S been a record summer 
for one of our much-loved 
butterfly species - despite the 
wet weather. 

The Red Admiral has seen 
its numbers rise by 75 per 
cent compared to 2016. 

More than 73,000 were spot¬ 
ted during a three-week 
count run by Butterfly Con¬ 
servation who are based in 
Dorset. 

But wet July 
and August 
weather 
meant that 
2017 was not 
a vintage 
summer for 
the UK's 
three com¬ 
mon species 
of white but¬ 
terfly all ex- 
per iencing 
declines. 

The admiral boom 
was helped by a good year in 
2016 followed by a mild win¬ 
ter and warm spring this 
year. 

Red Admirals that had 
overwintered in the UK and 
fresh immigrants arriving in 
spring from southern Eu¬ 



rope enjoyed an early and 
successful breeding season 
giving rise to a bumper sum¬ 
mer brood. 

Although a common sight 
in gardens, a few decades ago 
the Red Admiral was strictly 
a summer visitor to the UK. 
Butterflies arrived from 
warmer parts of Europe in 
the spring and summer, bred 
here and then their offspring 
flew south before winter. 

While migration is still a 
major feature of the Red 
Admiral's lifestyle, many 
now overwinter in the UK 
and it is the most 
commonly 
recorded butter¬ 
fly during the win¬ 
ter months. 

The Red Ad¬ 
miral was 
pipped to the 
top spot in this 
year's Big Butterfly 
Count by the Gatekeeper 
which was the most com¬ 
monly seen species with 
93,171 counted in total, a 24 
per cent increase on last 
year's result. 

A record 60,000 participants 
took part in the count, the 


world's largest butterfly sur¬ 
vey, counting more than 
550,000 individual butterflies 
during the three-week, high- 
summer recording period. 

Butterfly Conservation's 
Head of Recording, Richard 
Fox said: "It hasn't been a 
vintage summer for butter¬ 
flies, but there have been 
some real positives. 

"The flurry of Red Admi¬ 
rals on buddleia bushes, 
vivid golden Commas hold¬ 
ing territories along the 
hedgerows and beautiful 
flecks of blue and orange 
among the long grass as 
Common Blues and Small 
Coppers made the most of the 
sunshine before the next 
shower. The Big Butterfly 
Count is sponsored by Wait- 
rose. Tor Harris, Head of 
Sustainability and Responsi¬ 
ble Sourcing said: "We're re¬ 
ally happy our support of the 
Big Butterfly Count has 
helped such a large number 
of people get involved in 
wildlife research.

Winter hours for 
recycling centres 

FROM Sunday 1 October, Dorset residents will 
be able to visit their local household recycling 
centre (HRC) daily from 10am until 4pm. 

Entry is still free of charge, with the vast ma¬ 
jority of items still free to drop-off. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) oper¬ 
ates two sets of opening hours at all their 11 
HRCs throughout the year, based on demand 
for services, cost-savings and health and safety 
practices. This effectively means shorter peri¬ 
ods during the winter and longer opening 
hours throughout the summer. 

HRCs are open all year, except for Christmas 
Day, Boxing Day and New Year’s Day. 

The overwhelming majority of items taken to 
these HRCs continue to be accepted free of 
charge, including but not limited to: 

• Furniture (including sofas, mattresses etc.) 

• Small and large electrical items (inc. fridges, 
freezers, washing machines, dishwashers etc.) 

• Wood and timber 

• Metals 

• Clothing and textiles 

• Garden waste 

Glass, paper, plastic, cardboard, newspapers 
and magazines should be recycled using the 
Recycle for Dorset kerbside service, but all 
these materials are also accepted at HRCs free 
of charge. 

There are a few materials that incur a modest 
charge at the HRCs, but this is easily payable 
on site by all popular payment methods. The 
charges go directly toward the running of the 
sites and maintaining the service for all resi¬ 
dents. 

There are no fees for entry to the HRCs, al¬ 
though van drivers are asked to apply for a per¬ 
mit before visiting as there are restrictions on 
use. This is a quick and simple process, with 
an immediate approval in most cases. 

Commercial waste (waste produced from 
commercial activity) is not accepted at local 
HRCs. 


AGE SPACE, the national organisation that 
provides a one-stop online resource for people 
seeking advice and support for elderly par¬ 
ents and relatives has launched a new hub for 
Dorset. 

As Older People’s Day approaches on Octo¬ 
ber 1st, research commissioned by Age Space 
shows that more than half of all Britons aged 
over 45 are giving practical, financial, health 
or personal care to ageing parents. 

The “Keeping Mum” study by Britain 
Thinks, looked at the emotional impact cop¬ 
ing with elderly relatives was having on hun¬ 
dreds of families across the UK and found 
many were beset by feelings of guilt, loss, fear 
and doubt. 

More than 28 per cent of the population of 
rural Dorset is aged over 65, compared to the 
national average in England and Wales of 18 
per cent. The number of over 65’s in the 
county is set to increase by 50 per cent over 
the next 25 years. 

Dorset County Council has identified that 
many more families will need to act as carers 
if the system is to cope adequately in the fu¬ 
ture. Elderly care accounts for more than 55 
per cent of the current social care budget in 
the county. 

Age Space has been set up to offer practical 
help, advice and support for anyone dealing 
with an increasingly frail or dependent loved 
one and its online community also provides a 
forum to let off steam or seek answers when 
things get too much. 

Co-founder Annabel James, 53, whose par¬ 
ents Jimmy and Jane James live in Ware- 
ham, came up with the idea when she and a 
friend found themselves discussing issues 
facing their own parents. They wanted to cre¬ 
ate a resource that could help bridge the gen¬ 
erational gap and break many of the taboos 
people face when talking about parents’ fail¬ 


ing health, such as incontinence and demen¬ 
tia. 

Annabel says: “Because of my own experi¬ 
ence and that of my parents, who are in their 
80s, I knew that Dorset would be the perfect 
area for our second local online hub. 

“There is a lot of great information and or¬ 
ganisations providing help in the county, but 
it can be hard to navigate, particularly in a 
crisis situation. I wanted to provide a single 
source and a trusted guide to help people 
make the best decisions with, and for, their 
elderly parents.” 

The Dorset site signposts to services across 
Dorset, and offers guidance on all aspects of 
elderly care, particularly around funding and 
choosing care; there is a directory of Dorset- 


based services for elderly people, a calendar 
of local activities, forums, blog posts and arti¬ 
cles from partners including Poole-based 
Prama and Poundbury Wealth Management 
in Dorchester. 

Annabel James adds: “Our research shows 
the need for much better information and 
signposting to advice and support for the gen¬ 
eration that has the responsibility of ‘parent¬ 
ing the parent.’ 

“This is a major issue for employers, com¬ 
munities and families and is one that we need 
to confront collectively to ensure that our age¬ 
ing population receives the very best care.”

ANXIETY and stress can often create 
symptoms that in time cause illness. 
Anxiety is known to produce noticeable 
physical symptoms, such as rapid 
heartbeat, high blood pressure, and 
digestive problems.

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VEN if you've been together for years, getting married is still a major milestone. It's the beginning of your lives together, and it may feel pretty different 
from dating, even if it takes a few weeks to sink in. While the cake is cut, your dress is at the cleaner, and all the guests have gone home, there are still 
etiquette questions to be answered. We turned to our experts to answer some of the big newlywed issues you'll face during that first year. 



We just had our first big fight. 

Now what? 

At some point after you tie the 
knot, you will have your first 
fight. It's bound to happen, and 
it will probably feel monumen¬ 
tal. You're married, so it's easy 
to think that a fight matters 
more than it ever did before. 

And in a sense, it does. Not the 
fight itself, per se, but the way 
the two of you address it.

KINGS OF THE SOUTH SEAS announce their first 
single and preview dates in October 2017 ahead of 
a much anticipated new album in early 2018.

Wille and the Bandits

WILLE and the Bandits go further than is ex¬ 
pected of a band operating in the Rock arena, 
they are carrying the genre into unknown ter¬ 
ritory, mixing award winning musicianship 
with the ability to produce intoxicating songs 
without compromise. Each Bandit can be seen 
at points playing instruments simultaneously, 
some of which, such as the tongue drum, 
mohan venna and djembe, are rarely seen in 
western music and almost never in the Blues 
Rock scene. 

The lyrics of many of Wille Edwards’ songs 
delve deep. Some lead us through a journey of 
self realisation, others paint a picture that 
unashamedly draws on global issues such as cli¬ 
mate change and immigration for inspiration, 
but in a package which doesn’t sound preten¬ 
tious, forced or preachy. Like many great bands 
they deliver their message by the power of song, 
and when revealing the heavier angry side of 
their music they can rock out with the best as 
tours with Deep Purple have proven. And yet, the 
softer side of Wille and the Bandits has almost 


peotic, athemic qualities which draws compar¬ 
isons with Bob Dylan and Ben Harper. 

The bands’ strength as musicians and their 
ability to pull in lovers of all types of music has 
seen them play Rock, Folk, Blues and Jazz festi¬ 
vals globally to critical acclaim. There are not 
many people who watch this band, regardless of 
music taste, and don’t leave with their jaw 
firmly planted on the ground. 

Fans of bands from Led Zeppelin and Pink 
Floyd to Pearl Jam and John Butler Trio should 
check this out. If you want to listen to a band 
that are taking Rock music into the next chapter 
than look no further than Wille and the Bandits.

THE all-new Mitsubishi Eclipse Cross will 
be available to UK customers from £21,275 
OTR when it goes on sale in January 2018. 
Developed with a focus on three core areas 
- inspiring design, driving dynamics and 
advanced technology - Mitsubishi’s new 
mid-sized SUV will be available in three 
trim levels - Eclipse Cross 2, Eclipse Cross 
3 and Eclipse Cross 4. 

At launch, all versions of the Mitsubishi 
Eclipse Cross will be powered by an all-new 
1.5-litre turbocharged petrol engine develop¬ 
ing 163hp and 250Nm of torque which will be 
available with a six-speed manual or ad¬ 
vanced new automatic transmission with 
Sport mode, manual override and paddle 
shifters, depending on the model. The new 
transmission benefits from the latest step 
logic technology to combine the packaging 
and running cost benefits of a CVT with the 
smoothness and responsiveness of a tradi¬ 
tional automatic. 

The Mitsubishi Eclipse Cross will also be 
available with two- or four-wheel drive, the 
latter incorporating the latest generation of 
Mitsubishi’s Super All-wheel Control (S- 
AWC) system that offers a choice of three ad¬ 
vanced drive modes - Auto, Snow and Gravel. 

The Eclipse Cross is extremely well spec¬ 
ified, with even the entry-level 2 version of¬ 
fering features such as a touch-pad 
controller, Smartphone Display Audio that 
is compatible with Apple CarPlay and An¬ 
droid Auto, rear view camera, DAB radio 
with six speakers, cruise control, climate 
control air conditioning, LED Daytime 
Running Lights, Bluetooth connectivity for 


hands-free calls, 16-inch alloy wheels, pri¬ 
vacy glass and heated door mirrors. 

The cockpit-style driving environment in 
the Eclipse Cross reinforces its focus on 
driving pleasure and the spaciousness of 
the cabin is further enhanced by slide-and- 
recline adjustment for the 60:40 split rear 
seat on all models.

SUBARU Forester has been up¬ 
dated in time for winter with the 
addition of EyeSight, Subaru’s ad¬ 
vanced driver assist technology, fit¬ 
ted as standard equipment. 

EyeSight acts as a second pair of 
eyes for the driver and depending 
on the vehicle’s speed, can com¬ 
pletely avoid and significantly re¬ 
duce the severity of accidents at 
high speed. 

With safety one of the main objec¬ 
tives, EyeSight was also developed 
to lower carbon emissions by re¬ 
ducing incident congestion and 
subsequently lower the economic 
effects of sitting in traffic.

In total EyeSight uses six tech¬ 
nologies to maximise safety in¬ 
cluding Adaptive Cruise Control, 
Pre-Collision Braking, Pre-Colli¬ 
sion Throttle Management, Lane 
Departure and Sway Warning, 
Lane Keep Assist and Lead Vehicle 
Start Alert. 

The institute for Traffic Accident 
Research and Data Analysis in 



Japan produced a study of Subaru 
vehicles involved in accidents be¬ 
tween 2010 and 2014. It found that 
there were 61 % fewer accidents in¬ 
volving EyeSight equipped cars 
compared to those without.

Best 4x4 buys for a 
snowbound winter 


AS THE weather takes a turn for the 
worse, many motorists may consider 
buying a 4x4 for the winter months. 

Automotive data company hpi 
has put together a list of this season's 
best buys.
